.Japanese islands. The harbor there is 
excellent and the town, containing 
about 56.000 inhabitants, is well and 
regularly built. There' is a Japanese 
naval school there.) 

In a ^spatoh from Copenhagen a 
correspondent of the Dally Mall says: 
"The Russian Baltic squadron of 15 
warHhips passed through Danish wa- 
ters Thursday en route for the far 
least around Cape Skagen; but, as a 
plarce atorm was raging in the North 
Sea. the Rnssian admiral 'ordered the 
squadron through the Kaiser Wilhelm 
tAnal."

Reported the Japs Captured the Town 
and Destroyed Russian Fleet. 

Cincinnati. Feb. 12.— The Cincinnati 
flnqulrer publishes the fdllowing dis< 

.patrh from London Friday morning: 

London, Feb. 12.— One of the most 
<>ons(Tvative commercial hou.ses in 
this city, with immense interests in 
the Orient, has received a message in 
Iclpher from Its represe^tittMli ^ 
Chefa that the Japanese have captur- 
ed Port Arthur and destroyed the en- 
tire Russian fleet. 

It was stated that the Japanese 
army first blew up the railroad 60 
jmilea flrom the coast to cut off r«Uef, 
^en caAied by assault the ' promon- 
,tory overlooking tha city ani^ harbor. 

Mounting heavy artlUery, they shell- 
ed the city and harbor, driving the 
Russian fleet ouk, into the sea, where 
the Japanese battleships and cruisers 
met them. 

In the resulting sea fight the Rus- 
sian-ships were either captured or de- 
stroyed. 

The Japanese then attacked and 
jcaptured Port Artlinr, taking posses- 
plon of the immense storaa of ooal 
and provlsiona 

It was also reported that the Japan- 
ese had planned explosions along the 
line of the Siberian railway, and that 
thus tha caar's ariaar in tlie far east 
wa.4 isolalied. 

'While the startling message is given 
only on the authority of the London 
merchants it is in a measure corro- 
borated by the Reuter dispatches.

sians at Fort Arthur was duo to the 
fact that all the naval and military 
oHlefrs wer« att^mMng a drous per* 
formaaee at Port Arthur which did not 
terminate until earlr Tuesdajr morn- 
ing. 

According: to the correspondent of 
the Paris edition of the New York 
HenUd at Che Foo Uie Japanese tor- 
pedo boats succeeded In entering the 

giter harbor by a ruse; they used the 
ttsslan llasUlgbt sjraald. This <*or- 
reepondeat adds that three Japanese 
torpedo boats were sunk .with great 
loss of life. 

A correspondent of the Standard at 
Tokio atads in Friday morning an en- 
tirely WW account of the Port Ar- 
thur enojo^ter. He says Adm. Togo's 
fleet arrived on Monday night and 
found the Ru.'^sian squadron drawn up 
In battle formation outside the l.ar 
bor and imder the shadow of the fort, 
the destroyers being spread out lu 
front over a distance of five mites. 

'Adm. Togo decided on a nigl't attncV 
and opened fire at 11 o'clock. WhiU 
the cannonade was hotteet a numbei 
of Jaiianese tprpedo boats crept alon^ 
close in shore at the foot of the cll^ 
and succeeded, tn the darkness, In .^let 
ting between the Russian ships and 
the land. Hrrc fhcj- lay unnoticed UQ 
til the Russiaps began to re-enter th^ 
harbor. The Jsipanese torpedo bogti 
then opened fliw at comparatlvel] 
close range and sank two battleshipi 
and one cruiser close to the entrance 
of the harbor. The effect of this coui 
was the retreat of the remainder oi 
the squadron Into the harbor. All wa4 
safe on board the Japanese ships ai 
noon of Tuesday, the correspondent 
concludes, and the engagement wa< 
then stiH la

It Attraeta Mueh Attention In Dielo 
matio Cirolee In at. Peteraburg' 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 12.— Secretary 
Hay's note to the powers has attracted 
ni K h attention in diplomatic circles 
here. Any moyement having for Its 
purpose the limiting ttt the scene o( 
ho-stilitles is received with sympathy, 
but In certain quarters the practica- 
bility of the action suggested is ques- 
tioned. A prominent diplomat ex- 
pressed surprise Thursday that the 
preservation of Corea was not includ- 
ed In the note. 

The wishes of the United States 
have been communicated to the Rus- 
sian government, and presumably also 
to Japan. At the foreign office it is 
learned that no response had been 
made and it was considered extreme- 
ly doubtful whether Russia felt her- 
self in a position to malte any decla- 
rations now, as these might hamner 
her military operations. The iniestion 
was said to be one for the military au- 
thorities to decide and the represen- 
UtiOBS Of the Unite4 i^tes. which 
are understood to t>e couched In the 
most courteous terms, probably will 
be referred to Viceroy Alexieft.

the service of either belligerent, either 
ns a soldier, marine or seamen on 
board any vessel of war. letter oi 
maniue or privateer. Fruni and after 
tho I5tb il;iy of Fehniary instant md 
(l«r^g the continuance of the present 
hostilities between Japan and Rus&la 
no 'Ship of war or privateer of elthei 
belligerent shall be permitted to make 
use of any port, road.stead. or watera 
subject to the jurisdiction oC the. Unit 
ed" States from which a vessel of tho 
other belligerent (wbetlier the sam« 
shau be a imip of war, a prlyateer oi 
a merchant ship) shall have previous- 
ly departed until after the expiration 
of at least 24 hours from the (lejiart- 
ure of such last mentioned beyond tho 
Jurisdiction of the United States No 
citizen of the United States shall be 
allowed to fit out and arm. or attempt 
to fit out and arm. or procure to be 
flt|*#*^ut and armed, or knowingly be 
cd..

The House Concurred in Two genate

Washington, Feb. 12.— Senate— The 
Panama question waa under discussion 
in the senate Thursday after which the 
senate went into executive session for 
four hoiirs. 

House — By a votf of 17i; to 10.? the 
bouse concurred in the senate amend- 
ment to the orgeat deHeiency appro- 
priation bill authorising a loan of ^-i.- 
G00,000 by the government of the Lou- 
isiana purchai!e exposition. ^ '-tfj 
amending it with respect to the . 
ner In which the money shall Ik? paid. 
The proposition was strongly opposed 
In the debate, which covered portions 
of three days. The house also con- 
curred in the senate amendment to the 
urgent deficiency bill authorizing tests 
of coals and lignites at the St. Louis 
fair and non-concurred In all the oth- 
er an^dsMuta proposed by the sen- 
ate. A number of bUIi were pawed, 
among them measnres ratifying agree- 
ments with Indians in Minnesota and 
Montana. ___________ 

Rueeia Had Fair Warning. 
New Haven. Ct. Feb. 12.— Prof. 
Theodore S. Woolsey, of the Yale law 
sclfool. authority on international 
law. Thursday gave It as his opinion 
that in breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions the Japanese government gave 
a perfectly fair warning tO ROSSla 
that war was at hand. 

Tearing Up tha American Railway. 

Washington. Feb. 12.— News .*iaa 
xeached tho state department that the 
Jimlnez rebels were tearing up the

Plata and Santiago In San Domingo.

Senate— The 
senate passed a hill absolutely probib- 
iting the sale and transjKjrtation of 
quail, pheasants and wild turkeys in 
this state, but killed the other gune 
and bird bills. Tha LoalSTllle -*Np> 
per" bill, authorising the mayor to 
appoint and remove his executive 
boards at pleasure. whi(-h has passed 
tho house, was postponed till February 
25. This does not necessarily mean 
Its defeat, but it shows the bill will 
have tough sledding to get through. 

House — The feature of Thursday's 
session was the passage of a bill cre- 
ating a new circuit court district com- 
posed of the counties of Breathitt, Ma- 
goflln. Wolfe and Knott. It is claimed 
by aome that if the bill becomes a law 
the Breathitt county troubles will 
break out afresh. Judge James Har- 
gis and ex-Judge D. B. Redwlne were 
both present Thursday and by their 
personal efforts aided In the paasage 
of the bill. The honso adopted a res- 
olution providing for a thorough inves- 
tigation of the accounts of the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college. The 
Ix)chy bill to allow the clerks to the 
appellate court Judges |100 a month 
was passed.

The Increased weakness Is the 
direct result of tlic fover, as tho ofH 
clal bulletin shows there are no com- 
plications. The physicians hope that 
the fever has reached its worst stage, 
but whether or not it baa they declare 
they are unable to say. 

They arc simply waitins for develop- 
ments and realize the jiatient has lost 
ground the last two days. Stimulants 
have been given the senator during 
the day and with beneficial results. 
He rested well during the afternoon 
and has rciblned the nourishment giv- 
en him during the past 24 hours. This 
latter feature of the < ario is encourag- 
ing to tlio i;in.<. Extraordinary 
precautions are being taken to insure 
quiet in and arotind the hotel so that 
the 8enat<H> may get all tiie natural 
sleep possible. Motormen of the street 
cars almost a block away havo been 
requested not to rinj; their gongs, aa 
their sudden clanfjins seemed to irri- 
tate the senator. After the evening 
Tialt of the phyaiciaaa Senator Ibnna 
slept for about an hour and a half 
which considerably refreshed hira. Dr.
